C. FEDERAL HIGHWAY ADMINISTRATION (FHWA). MAINTAINS A

OF THE DARIEN GAP SEGMENT OF THE INTER-AMERICAN HIGHWAY.

AVIATION ORGANIZATION (ICAO) UNDER CARIBBEAN REGIONAL
